CAPITAL AND LAUOli. 

'V\n- 'I'lnit's iinikea a iiioilcrate ami 
carefully giianU'il expro.ssioi" of opiiiiini 
made by the Uon. Mr, Uewduey on tlu 
night of the hanquet, the text of a hy iin 
nieana prnfoiunl art icle on the rolation.s 
lliat sliouhl exist hcluc.Mi capital ami 
labor, In that article our eontemporai j 
lakes it for. giunted that it rests alto 
gcllier with the nwli of uupitul what 
wages his employes shall r«ceivo. Ac 
'cording to it, all tliat the philunthroph 
man of nmiify liaa to do wlien lie slart.s 
Ills eatabllsliiiient is lo say to liis work- 
people : "1 w ill give you all high wnge.s 
HO that yiiu may live in comfort iiml be 
able to save ui) aometliing against a 
.; rainy day if you are ut ail careful." The 
" Times tries to create the iniprcHaion 
that the capitalist is muster of the silu- 
atiuii, and tlu't he call an he cliooses 
make wages high or low. It aaya : 
r' '-Why should he (.Mr. DuwJney) not say 
;'■ to capital, pay your employes well ami 
I be content with smaller profits your 
selves." 

Now, lt:l us think over this matter a 
little. W'e will assiiaie lliat a man 
of capital starts a concern of some 
kind here in Victoria — say a news- 
paper eatublishment. That will do a.'' 
well OS anything else. He spends his 
money in buying plant and cituipptng a 
first-olass oliice. fli', of course, expects 
some retiiiii tor his money. We pre- 
sume that the 'I'ime.s ailiiiits that he 
should get something for his hiijor and 
for the money he has invested. Can he 

- run his now concern on philantiiropie 
' principles? Can he call the men he has 
employed and tell tliem, "I know how 
umch each of you ought to get, and I will 
pay you what I consider liberal wages, 
without any regard to the rate given 
by other employers, and without con- 
sidering what the public are willing to 
pay me for i\\y aiewsi)aper and for ad- 
vertising their wares." There is not a 
man in town so foolish as to expect any 
wlio wi.siies lo make a livuig by one 
pulilisiiiiig a. newspaper to act like this. 
'J'hey know that with regard to what he 
shall pay his men he has very little dis- 
cretion. There are other newspaper 
concerns in the town, and he must, 
if lie does init want to court ruin, he to 
a very great e.xtont, in the management 

: . of his biisiaess, regulated by the way 
similar establishments are conducted. 
He cannot charge more for his news- 
paper than other pulilishors. Being 
reslricti'd in this way in the (irice 
of tho article he deal^i in, he cannot, 
even if he ia ever so willing, pay his tin- 

: ployes more than his neighbors in the 
same line of business do, Tho employes 
must be paid periodically, say, every 
week, but be must wait for his money. 
They run mi risks. Their pay is sine. 
K>' may at the en. lid I lie year tin. i him- 
self not only without iiileiest on his 
money but without remuneration fm his 
labor, and in debt besides. This very often 
happens, not in the newspaper busincsK 
alone but in a great many other enter- 
prises. 

How often it is seen that a cuiiipaiiy 
or an individual engage in soni.' hiisi- 
; ness in which they hidieve money i-i t.i he 
made. They invest largely an. I spi iiil 
much money in wages, but it turns out 
that they had miscalculated uud they 
come out heavy losers. The only men 
who gain by suoh projects are tho wage 
earners. 

It is, we submit, foolish and wrong 
to attempt to loud workingnien to be- 
lieve tliut the men of ct>pital have the 
whole regulation of the price of labor in 
their own liamls. Some mon who do 
not rellect may lielii-\.' lliuse who mis- 
represent tilings in this way, ami be- 
come (liBcontenlcd and unreasonable. 
The workman who thinks~-(ii)d there are 
many wlio do — sees that business of all 
kinds lins its laws which cannot be 
broken. The man who puts his money 
in liny business, n<< matter what it is, 
cannot manage it exactly aa he likes, 
ile liiiila hiniHelf restricted in a hundred 
ways. And if he does not want to lose 
his money he must boiul to oiruum- 
stances. 

There arc haril8hi|)a and evils in so. 
ciely, every one knows. The tierce 
ooiiipi'lilioi, of the agi! we live in is f.ilt 
|,y iiK-n . .■ all class.-s liy the men of 
<;.ipitnl as well aa by the men who liave 
nothing to dispose of but tho labor of 
their hands. Wise men ami good men 
are trying to find a remedy for these 
evils, but tboy have not yet foiiml it, 
nild, as far aa can l.e seen just now, are 
not likely s..on to iiml il. lint it is jr t 
haul to see that the evils M'hicli wi' all 
deplore are not to be I'cmodiod by set- 
ting capital ugiiinbt lalwr and labor 



againat capital. They arc necessary to 
each other. If society is to keep to- 
gether and mon of all cli«S8ea are to 
proiipor, they must be co-operative, and 
not autagonis:ic. 

The Timea says that capital should lio 
content with amaller profits. Whether 
capital ia content or not, its jirolita have 
beeu growing smaller and smaller of late 
yours. Those who -have observed tho 
liiiancinl condition of all civilized nu- 
tiona know that the interest on money 
ia now lower than over it was. In the 
old ami rich countries it ia aurpriaing 
how Biiiall a return capitaliats e.Kpect for 
their money. It was only tho other day 
that the British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer cut down the interest of the 
national debt from three per cent, to 
two and three ([uartcrs and after three 
years it ia to lie only two and a half por 
cent.. Any country or corporation 
whicli ia solvent and has a fair proapeet 
of . remaining solvent, can now borrow 
money at a much lower rate than it 
could eight or ten yeara ago. 
The combines and trusts that arc 
lieing formed evorywlicre show that 
capital ia diasatialicd with the 
reiurns it ia getting and that it is 
trying to kill competition. Tho forma- 
tion of these organizations shows that 
the lines even of caiiital in these days 
have not fallen in pleasant places, ami 
that it ia seeking unfair and improper 
ways of avoiding the competition which 
iaso guueralund soundeaorlminat ingin its 
operation. 

\Vc do not think that it is wise for the 
sake of making a political point to niis- 
1 .■|iri',sent the relations that exist be- 
t .vei'ii capital ami labor. The iinestion 
v. liiclioiir contemporary raises, and as 
we think, handles so unwisely, is on.> of 
tho greatest importance. It goes far 
ileoper than any qHestion of mere party 
p.ilitics, and tho well being of society re- 
i|uires that it be careluUy and prudently 
disuussed by all who undertake to ail- 
vise uud instruct the public.

When he waa in the zenith of 
his fame, and liefore his rascality w 
hiiowii to till' wiii lil, s.oii.? eiithnsiastic 
lolmirer conferre.l on hiiu the title of 
tho Napoleon of J^^inunce. His tinaneing 
iloserves no milder name than robliery, 
and th.^ wonder is how h.niest and pru- 
dent men of business allowed them- 
selves to be swindled liy a thief who 
look so little pains to disguise the real 
nature of his operations. ivea is a 
young man, not more than thirty. A 
very few yars ago he was an humble em- 
ploye, working for a dollar a da}'. He 
had been baiely live years in business 
when 111- taili'.l fur twenty inilliiiiis of 
.lollais. His way uI stealing a railroad 
ami of making way with the proceeds 
.>! the theft is thus described in a late 
launber of the Oregonian: 

Karly in 1885 Ives and his partner, 
-•Uiyner, secured the controlling inteiest 
in the .Mineral Range railroad. Having 
I he railroail stock in their hiui. Is these 
iicn .•lecte.l t heiiisidves its ollicers, 
Ives being seci etary and treasurer and 
.Stayner piesideiit. They moveil its 
.•liiees to New ^'ork city, hiul its money 
.U']..isileil with the alleged banking lirni 
■( lleiuy S. hcs A Co., and used it in 
ilii'ir purchases. They "li.mmeil " the 
,^lock which had been bought at 'J.'i 
anil .'to an. 1 sold it at from il'll to l l.V 
With .<:il,lM)U of the prolits of this 
.■;peciilatiuii a seat in the slock exchange 
was binight for a tool and secret partner 
of Ives and .Stayner, since Ives and

swindling in the past to secure a seat in 
their own name. When Ives and .Stay- 
ner capliireil the control .if th.. 
.Mineral Han^'e railriia.l, there were 
shares" of the road i.ssue.l,

jiai ) never paying a cent of any ]iur- 
• base price and issuing stock beyond 
tlie legal limit. All tlie money thus 
obtained and all earned by the railroad 
was used tfi get control of the Cincinna- 
ti, Hamilton Dayton railroad, a very 
valuable iiroperty.

Till'. Hon. .Samuel I'rnwse of King's 
county.

Mr. Prowse is a 
man of a good deal more tnun ordinary 
ability, energetic and experienced. Ile 
has lieei. a long lime in [niblie life and 
was at the time of his elevation to tltu 
Senate a member of the Provincial Cov- 
ernmeut. His character both public 
and private is nl>ove reproach. The 
Senate will have in Mr. Prowse a valu- 
able aeipiisitiun. 

TiiK newspapers from the East nru 
tilled with accounts of the storm that 
raviiged the Atlantic coast. It waa one 
of uncommon aevority, and the dauuige 
il dill must be enornious. .Such a storm 
in .September is very uiuisuul. The 
gales that do damage to the shipping 
como later in the season, in October and 
November. It is not uncommon in 
thoiio months to see the coast for miles 
strewn with wrecks. liul the Hastern 
mariner regards September as a safe 
month.

It is conaidorcd by 
the Americans the moat destruclive 
sl.irm ever known on the east coast ol 
the Uliile.l States. It was not a mere 
gale, lusting for a few hours, but a 
lierce atorni, that raged for days. The 
injury done to the shipping olF the New 
iMigland coast was very great. One of 
its results was a tidal wave, which in- 
undated some of the great American 
watering-places and did much damage 
to the summer hotels and cottages that 
are found all along tho coast. We huvo 
seen no estimate of the immber of lives 
l.isi III- of pi-oporty destroyed, but the 
lU'struction both of life and property 
must be very greut.

"Of tho dolls sold in America," said a 
promiiieiil wholusiilo dealer In toys to ii 
New VorIc Tiiiirs man, " nino-lontlis come 
from tJoniiuny. Uf thoso a largo [)ropor 
tioii aro mado in ono lll-llu pUu^c, Sonne- 
beri,', a town of about ton lliousunil inhabit- 
ants in TIniringcu, Almost the entiro in- 
dustry of this place isconllned to tlio man- 
ufiii'luroof dolls. Tho inliabilanls are vnry 
poor people and uro brought up to cloU-nnik- 
ing. 

" Before it is completed a doll passes 
tbrouK'li nmny hands. Tbo lu'adH, liiii ds 
and fi'i't are niado byonu ikm-sou, tlio body 
byanollicr, the hair is llxed on by anolluM', 
and the i-.u-i: ispuinUnl by two uliuM- dillor- 
cnl pi'oplo, ono duliiK tho rougli worlf and 
llio second the llnishiiig touclios. Tho clotli 
inj; is made by anollior person and the 
dresses are put on by still another. All 
this labor is done at .such starvation prii'os 
that Ainoricans eati noleoinpeto in tho luaii- 
ufaeture, although the duly for importation 
la thirty-live per eeiil. 

"To this town of Sounebcnx there ciuuo 
every year a large numt)erof buyers from 
nil over the wtirld. I go there myself and 
never fail to meet ai least a score of Aimiri- 
cans engaged ui the same business. There 
are at least, ."jlK) dilTerent kinds of dolls, and 
llio variety is i-emarkable. The French in- 
vent many id' the most attraolive, but the 
GernKins ropy tliem so cheajjly that the 
world's buyers go to the latter for theii 
stock. Kiir t he maiuifaclure of fin-e dress 
dolls the Fri'nc h still hold tbo load l)y long 
odds. It is only in the cheaper goods that 
th(! (ierimins outspecd iheiii. England fur- 
nishes very fi'w dulls, and 1 can now recal 
only one kind that is distinctly JCnglish— tin 
Kngllsh rag d'lU, which is made wholly o 
rags, even tn the. fai-c, llieeyes being sewec 
on. Tbei-e are l''reneh walking (lulls, sniok 
iiig men and oilier automat ie 11 gures, bu' 
these ill) not really belong to the family oi 
dolls. They are ijicohanloul figures, ton in- 
tiica'e In ihi'ir mechanism to bo classed as 
mere dolls. tJf the rubber dolls fully ono- 
hair are mado in Arnorica, where any thin^ 
that is machine mado prospers to tho ox 
chision of inii)orled stuffs. 

"Tho price of dolls ranges froni I cent to 
?M, but tho most popular are lliuse that sell 
for i'l cents, 50 cents and -jl, althougl 
there has beiui u grout run recently on ."> 
cent and lOnml dolls. 

" As Willi doils, so it is with other toys 
The most of them come from Germniiy, 
whore thoy are made very ciioaply. This 
samo town of Sonneberg furiiLsbcs many ol 
thoui, but more come from NuremberK aud 
small towns in its vioinlty. It is in tbts dis- 
trict ttiat magnetic toys, swords, guns, 
trumpets, horns, woolly slieep, jumping- 
jucks, monkeys on sticks, jacks in the bo> 
aud ingenious mechanical toys are made 
Tlie carved, wooden toys come principall^ 
from tlie Bavarian liiglilands, but tbey arc 
brought to Nuremberg to be sold. The 
otaeapor grades of wooden toys are mado in 
poorer Saxony and comprise cheap arks and 
sets of furniture. 

"How cheaply thoy make these thiners you 
can judRe from this instance. Here is i 
toy of furniture consisting of three chairs 
a bureau, a table, a sofa and a mirror, caro- 
fuUydone up in a substantial pasteboard 
box. Now, after having paid 85 per cont. 
duly and having allowod 20 per cent, for 
freight anU other expenses, wo sell such 
furniture sets at 7.") cents per dozen and 
make a reasonable pndit. You can figure 
out the original cost if you choose. 

"Porcelain toys — tea sets and things of 
that son are also made vcrv cheaply, the 
waste iilaces in the potteries bi>ing lilled np 
with their molds wit houl imicn additional 
cost. Toy horses, cows, eli plmnts, eats, 
dogs, lions, tigers and all kinds of animals 
are made largely in the liennim pri-^ons. 
Mariyof these are ingenious noveltie'S, ucing 
so eonstrucled as to bo able to move heads 
and emit a noise roseinbling more or 
the natural cries of each animal. The reiail 
price of these lovs runs from M cents to • '»K 
according to size and perfection. Wo s UI :i 
toy horse tho other day for .v".i) abon i i hi 
same lime a real racer was ili oosed ed' al 
auction up-town for a much h sy uim. 

"Of the wooden toys fully . le-half iiri 
made in America. They include A 1! C 
blocks, building blocks and games, and art 
easily turned out b.v miiohinery. Iron toy; 
are also mado hirgely here, and so ai-e lii 
toys. The tin for tho latter is impoi tei 
from Kiirope. and when the toys are dnishei 
tliey arc expoi led for the KuI '^hmh marlcel 
The majority ot llie niiilier leys come fion 
fiance, ehielly from I'aris, alllio-,:gh Ihi 
ni.inufai'luro of this line id play;li:nL'.s i- 
constantly increasing ill Aiiierii-u. ami th. 
American rubber toys are re, i. ; , i.cst. ti 
Ije liiid The reason lliat Aiik i i -a lias nol 
taken the lead in the inanufaet u i e ol , iihlier 
toys is found in the fact thai the demami 
for other rubber goods is so great as to 
shut out toys. Toy watches are, largely 
made in France and are reniiii kahly cheap. 
Wo sell watches with chains, ehanns and 
movable hands for 85 cents per dozen, after 
havinR allowed for duty and freight. 

"Of the standord games the liest chess- 
mejicome from Eiiglaud; buukgammon niid 
checkers are miido almost altogether in 
America ; bone domiuos, dice and the 
cheaper grades of chess coino from France ; 
toy printing presses, locomotives and al 
that 'lino of goods are domestic. Toy print 
iug presses wore furnished formerly a] 
most wholly by the Ctcrmaus, but latterly 
tho Americans have superseded their Teu- 
tonio. brethren in tliis industry. Jii educa- 
tional tpys America leads tho world, and ex- 
ports large quautitlea. So it- does also iii 
the manufacture , of outdoor games, lawn 
tennis, croquet, base-ball, eta"
